DIRE PREDICTIONS FOR WANNING DAYS OF YEAR. 
The final weeks of 1982 saw experts 
predicting floods for the Delta and Alviso 

areas; an intense winter storm about the 
turn of the year; and even a severe earth- 
quake ''window"' for the same time period. 


At presstime, Jan. 7th., those predic- 
tions had fizzled, mercifully. However, 
two more incidents have occurred. One, 
"swarms" of earthquake temblors are taking 
place in the Mammoth Lake area and are 
thought to be possible precursors of vol- 
canic activity in that region.

If it does come to earth, 
experts say the''footprint" will be about 
100 miles long on the ground with scattered 
debris and radioactive particles or parts.

But, then the 
last one we know about came down near Slave 
Lake in Canada in 1978. Chances are very 
slim indeed that it will pose a problem for 
us.
